PEDRO CHINO 


Somewhere in th e San Jacinto 
m ountains 
is 
a 
spring—Pedro 
C hino's spring—to w hich he went 
from tim e to tim e to receive the 
gift of songs—songs of his peo­ 
ple, through w hich he told t h e 
4 i -Yry of creation, th e exploits of 
-s ancestors and the experiences 
of his ow n century and a quarter 
of existence. 
Today this spring is lost—no 
one knows w here it is—for Pedro 
Chino has gone aw ay to sing his 
songs in another land—a land of 
happy hunting from which 
no 
m an returns to this earth. 
Pedro him self w as not certain 
of his years, but 
he recalled 
events so fixed in history that he 
m ust have been born early in the 
19th century—just a few 
years 
after George 
W ashington 
died 
and about the tim e of the w ar of 
1812 w ith England. Long before 
the M exican w ar in 1848 he had 
taken a wife and w as rearing a 
family. 
His ow n parents lived and he 
was born at the foot of Ml. San 
Jacinto in w hat is now known as 
Chino canyon. The people of his 
tribe—the Desert 
Indians—were 
scattered through the neighboring 
canyons and hills and about the 
hot spring that 
centered t h e 
desert oasis that later was to be 
Palm Springs. 
In this environm ent, living was 
m eagre and life uneventful for a 
m an of Pedro's vitality and keen 
interest, and he soon developed a 
w anderlust that took him through 
all of th e surrounding country. 
H e rode the ranges of Mexico be­ 
hind the cattle th a t w ere t h e 
principal industry at the time. 
Occasionally he sought 
employ­ 
m ent from the Dons in the vicin­ 
ity of w hat is now the tow n of 
San Jacinto. But he found them 
cruel and hard taskm asters who 
took delight in Indian 
baiting. 
T heir favorite m ethod of greeting 
an Indian applicant for em ploy­ 
m ent w as to com pel him to al-

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400 Indians Attend Last Rites 
Here for Medicine Man Chino; 
Said Oldest Man in U. S. 


Born only 15 years after the death of George 
Washington, and believed married for the first time 
one year before the California gold rush of 1849, 
Pedro Chino, 126-year-old Cahuilla Indian of Palm 
Springs, was probably the oldest man in the United 
States at the time of his death here last Saturday 
on the Agua Caliente Indian reservation. 


Predicted Own Death 
D eath 
followed 
a 
paralytic 
stroke. A famous and beloved 
medicine m an who, during m any 
years had treated and cured In­ 
dians from 
all ov er Southern 
California, Pedro Chino started 
on the down-hill road last spring 
w hen he suffered a severe a t­ 
tack of pneumonia, contracted 
after going out in the rain to 
treat a Santa Rosa Indian wo­ 
man. A month ago the Indian 
prophet and medicine man fore­ 
told his own death. 
Prior to the 
tim e when he contracted pneu­ 
m onia last spring, it is said, the 
aged man was quite strong, even 
being able to ride a horse. 
His age is vouched for by the 
fact that he rem em bers the “fall 
of the stars,’ a m eteoric phenom ­ 
enon which took place in 1833. 
A t that tim e he w as 18 or 20 
years of age. Also an Indian 
w oman of the M orongo 
tribe, 
M arie Pablo, who died on the 
Morongo reservation last spring 
testified 
before h e r death that 
Pedro Chino was a grown man 
w hen she was a girl. 
H er age 
w as estim ated at 121 years. 
Lived Whole L ife N ear 
Palm Springs 


Pedro Chino was born in Chino 
Canyon 
and 
lived all his life 
in the vicinity of P alm Springs. 
For m any years he occupied a 
cam p in Chino Canyon, which 
was named after him . 
A t the tim e of his death he 
was both medicine m an and cer­ 
em onial chief of the C ahuilla In­ 
dians. He had been m edicine man 
for as long as any o f the Indians 
can rem em ber. 
The Indians of th e tribe chant­ 
ed the history of th eir race in 
song over Pedro’s body until the 
funeral services M onday at 2 p 
m. 
The chanting started im m edi­ 
ately after the body w as returned 
to the local cerem onial house 
from the Wiefels and Son m or­ 
tuary in Banning. W ith the body 
of the cerem onial chief in a beau­ 
tiful casket before them , they 
chanted night and d ay from early 
Saturday 
evening 
until 
after 
noon on Monday. 
Led by vari­ 
ous wise, older Indians, th e In ­ 
dians chanted hunting songs and 
songs telling of the story of crea­ 
tion. 
Some of these songs, it is 
said, Pedro Chino learned from 
a bubbling spring in the m oun­ 
tains above Palm Springs. 
At 
night, a fire on th e earth floor 
in the center of the round cere­ 
m onial house w ith thatched roof 
kept warm th e persons th a t had 
come to pay their last respects 
to their m edicine m an.

have w ritten permission to do so 
from th e fire departm ent. 
The 
fire departm ent now has printed 
fire perm its th at it issues for this 
purpose. 
It is unlaw ful even to burn 
trash in an incinerator out of 
doors w ithout a perm it from the 
fire departm ent, Chief Leonesio 
stated. 
It is also required that 
a garden hose be available close 
at hand and th a t the fire be put 
out before being left unwatched. 
It is unlaw ful to burn trash or 
rubbish out of doors under any 
conditions in the dow ntow n busi­ 
ness district, it is reported. This 
forbidden area extends from the 
gram m ar school on the north to 
the D el H ahquitz hotel on the 
south. 
A city ordinance forbids the 
burning of rubbish and

Postoffice Gives 
Information on 
Xmas Mailing 


The arrival of the first C hrist­ 
mas package m arked "DO NOT 
OPEN TILL XMAS" at the Palm 
Springs postoffice Tuesday morn­ 
ing rem inded Postm aster R. M. 
Gorham to phone this newspaper 
to ask it to run a notice in this 
issue requesting localites to “mail 
Christm as packages early.” 
W hen asked what suggestions 
he m ight have to facilitate quick 
and better handling of Christmas 
mail, Postm aster Gorham reveal­ 
ed the following im portant facts. 
Parcels going to foreign coun­ 
tries should be mailed far enough 
in advance to give am ple time 
for them to reach their destina­ 
tion before Christmas. 
A list is 
available at the posloffice giv­ 
ing the latest date that a pack­ 
age m ay be mailed here and still 
reach its destination in any par­ 
ticular 
foreign 
country 
before 
Christm as. 
Mr. 
Gorham 
suggested 
that 
localites “preserve the dignity of 
their 
Christm as 
greetings 
by 
sending 
them 
first-class 
mail" 
(with 
three cent stamps). He 
pointed out that Christm as cards 
m ailed 
as 
third-class 
m atter 
(with 
one 
and 
one-half 
cent 
stam ps) can not be sealed, won't 
be forwarded, won’t be returned 
and m ust not contain any w rit­ 
ing. 
The local postm aster urged that 
packages for mailing be w rap­ 
ped 
properly. 
The 
postal de­ 
partm ent cannot insure improp­ 
erly w rapped packages, he stated. 
Parcels can only be sealed with 
gumed paper under certain con­ 
ditions, ask at the postoffice. 
T here are only 21 more days 
w hen mail is distributed in the 
postoffice of this country before 
Christm as. Therefore, gift pack­ 
ages 
going 
to 
the East Coast 
should be mailed not later than 
Dec. 15, according to Postm aster 
Gorham. 
He explained that the 
postoffices of this country are 
closed from Dec. 23 till the day 
after Christmas. 
Mr. Gorham stressed the great 
im portance of using the name 
and box num ber only for all mail 
to be distributed in Palm Springs. 
The local postoffice handles such 
a huge volume of Christm as mail 
that it is almost im perative that 
localities co-operate in this m at­ 
ter in order to insure proper and 
efficient handling of local C hrist­ 
m as mail.

Council Considers 
Public Dance 
Ordinances 


Two proposed ordinances which 
would 
vitally 
affect 
p u b l i c 
dances, dancing clubs and public 
dance halls w ithin the city lim ­ 
its of Palm Springs were intro­ 
duced at a meeting of the city 
council W ednesday morning of 
this week. Both ordinances w ere 
declared to be urgency m easures 
and will therefore be effective 
im m ediately if passed at the next 
m eeting of the council. 


A m e n d Ordinance 11 
One was an ordinance am end­ 
ing those provisions of Ordinance 
No. 11 that relate particularly to 
public dances. (Ordinance No. 11 
provides 
for 
the licensing 
of 
wholesale and retail businesses, 
trades and occupations). 
U nder the provisions of this 
proposed new ordinance every 
person conducting a public dance, 
dancing club or public dance hall 
would be required to pay a fee 
of $3 per day or $150 per year in 
addition to the regular license fee 
required. According to the o rd ­ 
inance a dancing club is any club 
or association of persons which 
conducts dances other than pub­ 
lic dances for its mem bers or 
bona fide guests more often than 
once per month for which a fee 
is charged. A public dance hall 
means any place where dancing 
is conducted, whether for profit 
or not for profit, and to w hich 
tl. 
public 
is admitted, cither 
w ith or w ithout charge or at 
which the public is allowed to 
participate in the dancing. 
A m e n d O rd in an ce 40 
The other proposed ordinance 
affecting operators of dance halls, 
dancing clubs and public dances 
is one am ending Ordinance No. 
40. (Ordinance 40 regulates danc­ 
ing in public places w ithin the 
city lim its of Palm Springs). 
This proposed ordinance pro­ 
vides for the issuance of dance 
perm its by the city. All such p er­ 
mits would expire each June 30, 
and a fee of $5 would be charged 
for the same. The ordinance fu r­ 
ther provides that “There shall 
be no charge or fee for investi­ 
gation w here dances are proposed 
to be held by charitable, m em or­ 
ial. fraternal or labor associa­ 
tions. student bodies of schools 
or the proposed dances are in 
connection w ith patriotic or holi­ 
day 
celebrations 
or 
festivals, 
w here such dances are casual and 
for one such occasion only and 
are not conducted more often 
than once per month.” 


P o lice T o In v e stig a te 
By the proposed ordinance ev ­ 
ery application for a dance p er­ 
m it m ust be referred to the chief 
of police for investigation and his 
recom m endations 
c o n c e r ning 
such application. A lter the report 
by the chief of police the city 
council will w ithin thirty days 
from the original filing of the a p ­ 
plication either approve, condi­ 
tionally approve or deny the a p ­ 
plication according 
to the re ­ 
quirem ents of the public peace, 
health, safety and general w el­ 
fare. 
The proposed new ordinance 
provides th at the council can, 
w henever the general w elfare of 
the public requires it. make sucii 
dance perm it conditional on the 
attendance of a special police of­ 
ficer or officers at the establish­ 
m ent during all times dancing is 
being conducted. The establish­ 
m ent itself m ust pay the w ages 
of 
the 
special 
officer 
w hich 
would not exceed $5 per night. 
O fficer N o t R e q u ire d 
By the term s of the new o rd ­ 
inance 
special 
police 
officers 
would not be required to be in 
attendance at all public dances, 
but only at those w here it is 
deemed advisable by the police 
departm ent. However, any p er­ 
son conducting a public dance 
would have the right to apply to 
the city council for the appoint­ 
m ent of a special police officer 
for attendance at his dances. T he 
dance operator would have to pay 
the wages of the officer.

ment to Ordinance No. 11 of the 
city. The new ordinance 
would 
make the license fee for fortune 
tellers $300 per quarter. However, 
as th e proposed ordinance stood 
when read Wednesday morning, 
no charge would be made for for­ 
tune tellers serving as entertain­ 
ers in hotels, cocktail 
lounges, 
theatres and other establishm ents 
already paying business licenses 
of another type to the city. 
Two im portant points of

agreem ent turned up at the coun­ 
cil 
meeting. 
The 
councilmen 
could 
not 
agree 
upon 
these 
points: Should a fortune teller be 
exem pt from paying the $300 per 
quarter license if he w as serving 
in the capacity of an entertainer 
at a theatre, hotel or cocktail bar 
but how ever charged th e guests 
and patrons of the establishm ent 
for his services? If the 
fortune 
teller or crystal gazer entertained 
the guests at some function spon­ 
sored by the hotel o r establish­ 
ment but held away from 
t h e 
premises of the establishment, 
would he still be exem pted? An 
example cited was as follows: 
Would a fortune teller en tertain ­ 
ing for a hotel on one of the ho­ 
tel’s picnics be exem pt w hile en­ 
tertaining guests on th e picnic 
outside the hotel grounds.

County, school, and special dis­ 
trict tax levies on property

Riverside county for the current 
year total $3,033,719, according to 
figures just released by C alifor­ 
nia Taxpayers’ association.

county current purposes, $72,288 
for county bonds, $1,002,716 f o r 
school current purposes, $344,356 
for school bonds, and $168,517 for 
special districts, the 
association 
stated. 
City tax levies and those 
of irrigation, reclam ation, w ater, 
and other districts no t reporting 
to the county governm ent 
w ere 
not included in the study, the as­ 
sociation stated. 
The total 1940 tax 
levy 
for 
those governm ents in the county 
is more than that for 1939, w hen 
the total was $2.885,944, the asso­ 
ciation found. 
It is a m ajor in ­ 
crease from the 1934 levy of $2,­ 
389.865 and is just under the $3.­ 
041,066 levy for 1935— the 
year 
im m ediately preceding the change 
in the California tax system u n ­ 
d er which county school support 
was transferred to th e state gen­ 
eral fund and sales and o t h e r 
taxes w ere levied to increase the 
support of the state treasury. 
Most of the increase in those 
taxes levied has been for

A cem ent 
bridge constructed over the new 
channel of the W hitew ater river 
has proven, during the 
heavy 
sum m er storms, to have been lo­ 
cated at the right place, for the 
full runoff from the storm w ent 
under the bridge. 
340 Foot Bridge 
Beside the three and one-half 
miles of highway, a flat deck con­ 
crete bridge 340 feet long over 
the W hitew ater river wash and 
a 200 foot subw ay under the 
Southern Pacific tracks w ere in­ 
cluded in the contract. The sub­ 
w ay elim inates the hazard of a 
railroad crossing and the delays 
caused by freight trains som e­ 
tim es standing on the tracks. 
Work on the project w as in 
charge of Jam es H. Taylor of the 
firm of D im m it and Taylor, who 
has been living in Banning since 
early in the spring. According to 
Mr. Taylor, as m any as 125 men 
w ere employed on the job at one 
time. These men came from B an­ 
ning, Beaumont, W hitew ater and 
Palm Springs. 
Construction Began April 1 
Construction w as begun A pril 
1 and continued during the hot 
sum m er months. The tem pera­ 
tures sometimes soared to 120 de­ 
grees, and it was necessary to 
pour all the concrete at night to 
prevent cracking and checking. 
Two shifts worked on the proj­ 
ect during the tim e the concrete 
w as. being poured. 
According to Mr. Taylor there 
is natural drainage to protect the 
highw ay and subway. There is a 
3 percent fall from the state high­ 
w ay to the subway and a 2 p er­ 
cent fall below this to the Snow 
Creek wash. A ditch was exca­ 
vated along the highway to car­ 
ry the w ater to the Snow C reek 
wash. It was necessary to re ­ 
m ove 15,000 yards of earth for 
the ditch alone. 
N ine thousand yards of plant 
m ix surfacing was used for the 
highway. This was furnished by 
the San Gorgonio Rock Products 
company of Banning. 
Plans Drawn By Slate 
The bridge and subway w ere 
built according to plans draw n by 
E. Q. Sullivan, representative of 
the state highway departm ent for 


this district: and the entire proj­ 
ect was under the supervision of 
the bridge departm ent of the Di­ 
vision of Highways. 


The project represents 45,000 
m an hours of work and $40,000 
w ere paid in wages. Nine thous­ 
and yards of plant mix, 1500 tons 
of oil, 200,000 pounds of reinforc­ 
ing steel, 1500 yards of concrete, 
w ere used in the project. In the 
subw ay 250,000 pounds of struc­ 
tu ral steel w ere used, and 6000 
yards 
of 
heavy 
riprap 
w ere 
placed around the bridge to help 
protect it from flood waters. It 
w as necessary to excavate 125,000 
yards of earth for the project. 


Closing of the old road w ill be 
started as soon as the new one is 
turned over to the state. Access 
to the Southern Pacific depot will 
be via a new road built from the 
new highway.

(Continued from First Page) 
ices were conducted by the Rev. 
Father Michael O'Connor at Our 
Lady of Solitude Church and 
services were also held at the 
Indian cemetery on the local res­ 
ervation, where the famous old 
medicine man is now in his last 
resting place. Indians expect 
that Pedro Chino’ spirit will be 
earthbound until the spring of 
1941. 
Whites Mourn 
Many whites of this area also 
mourned the passing of Pedro 
Chino, who, as one localite ex­ 
pressed it, was a fine, very high- 
type 
old 
Indian. 
Numerous 
white people of Palm Springs at­ 
tended the funeral at Our Lady 
of Solitude. 
About 250 gathered at the In­ 
dian cemetery and heard Purl 
Willis, counsellor for the Mission 
Indian Federation; and John W. 
Dady, superintendent of the Mis­ 
sion Indian Agency at Riverside, 
deliver eulogies concerning his 
life. 
They called attention to 
Chino’s fine character and all that 
he has done for his people during 
his long lifetime. 
Worked With M. D.'s 
It is stated that Pedro Chino 
often took a medical doctor along 
with him when going to treat a 
patient, explaining that there arc 
certain things like setting broken 
bones and performing operations 
that require the services of a 
physician. He worked shoulder 
to shoulder with the late Dr. 
Kocher and then with Dr. Henry 
S. Reid, according to one local 
Indian woman. 
Many descendants of Pedro 
Chino reside in this area. Se­ 
gundo Chino, a brother, lives on 
the Morongo Indian Reservation 
Banning: Arthur Chino, a grand 
son, resides at Yuma, Arizona; 
and there are other more distant 
decendants. 


A BUILDER DIES 
When John H. Mills, 70, was retired last sum­ 
mer after 15 years’ service as pressure engineer at 
a Los Angeles high school, he protested. The 
cause was his failing health. . But he declared 
himself fit to carry on. No one had the heart, evi­ 
dently, to tell him how ill lie really was—that he 
hadn’t long to live. Last week, at his insistence, 
John Mills was allowed to plead his case before the 
board of education. “I can do my work,” hp as­ 
serted. ’’I want my job back. It’s my job.” And 
then he slumped to the floor, dead. 
There is pathos in that story. Yet many men 
of the generation of Engineer Mills, who grew up 
before the days of sit-down and slow-down strikes, 
before the days when the job came to be regarded 
widely as a weapon of ‘‘class warfare”—men who 
worked for the pride of the job and the joy of the 
working—will not regard his end as tragic. To 
them, enforced retirement is the tragedy; life ‘‘on 
the shelf” is the tragedy. In California, where he 
was eligible to the world’s highest pension, it was 
not desperate need that compelled John Mills to 
demand his old job with his last breath—it was 
pride of the worker in his task. Always there will 
be some men who, like John Mills, will never be 
content out of harness. Such men are the most 
dauntless of builders—the indomitable builders— 
of California and all America.

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Let’s Go to the Palm Springs Hostel! j 


By LOIS JENNER 
Recently, our city has become "youth conscious. 
Last year 
the Coordinating Council considered recreational activities, and 
sponsored the tennis courts on the high school grounds. Lately 
a gTeat deal of interest has been shown by individuals, churches, 
and other organizations in the Cub, Senior and Girl Scout ac­ 
tivities. 
Youth Hostels also aid youth. Where did they originate? 
What are they? Would it be practical to have one in Palm 
Springs? 
The Youth Hostel Movement originated in Europe, where it 
has grown so rapidly since the World War that last year 6.000.­ 
000 "ovemighters" were accommodated in hostels of seventeen 
different countries. In 1S34. Monroe Smith, a student at Co­ 
lumbia. started the first American Youth Hostel in Northfield. 
Massachusetts. The organization, which follows the European 
pattern, has grown so rapidly, that by 1937 there were 110 hos­ 
tels in the United States, and 7.166 passes had beer issued. To­ 
day. hostel loops, travel circuits with hostels at convenient dis­ 
tances. can be found in Pennsylvania. Michigan. New England 
and California. 
The Youth Hostel is a non-profit organization and. because 
it is run on a cooperative basis, the maintenance and upkeep 
expanses ore very low. In addition to the membership fees, the 
money r.eedod to furnish lhe hostels and pay the wardens or 
house-parenls is usually received from endowments. The mem­ 
bership card costs S1.C0 a year for those under 21. and $2.00 for 
those 21 or over. 
A hostel (derived from an old English word meaning inn) 
is an organization in which the members can go about the coun­ 
try on foot or bicycle, enjoying the educational and physical 
benefits which come irom outdoor travel. The hostels provide 
inexpensive lodging, so that the experience is open to thousands 
of young people who could never afford to travel otherwise. 
To be successful any movement must be properly organized, 
and the Youth Hostels live up to this standard. The house ad­ 
ministration is composed of a house mother and father, also 
known as Wardens. In addition to the Wardens, there is a local 
committee consisting of ten representatives of youth organiza­ 
tions. service clubs, and churches, which assumes responsibility 
for the hostel. Next there is the regional association: and final­ 
ly, at lhe head, is the national association. 
As to the usual equipment and furnishings of the hostels, 
there are generally a self-help community kitchen, separate 
dormitories for boys and girls, and a large day, or recreation, 
room. Some of the better equipped hostels have laundries and 
libraries: the facilities vary according to location and type. 
Upon arrival in the evening, the member presents his card to the 
house-parents. who keep it until the "hosteler" is ready to leave 
and who have authority to confiscate it if for any reason they 
believe the owner is not abiding by the rules. 
The inherent advantages of the youth hostel movement are 
obviously so great that every encouragement should be given 
to its growth. A person can aid the movement in three ways: 
first, by joining it himself; second, by interesting others: and 
third, by actually establishing a youth hostel. When he helps 
the organization in these ways, he not only gives himself a 
means of enjoying life to a greater degree, but also extends the 
facilities of young people for travel, contributes to their physi­ 
cal development, helps them to extend their knowledge of geo­ 
graphy and nature, and to form desirable habits of social be­ 
havior. 
At this time, when preservation of democracy is of such great 
importance, there is a grave need for young people to know 
the truth about their country so that they may act and vote in­ 
telligently. The hostels do this by breaking down cliqu 
and 
class disinctions. In some European schools the movement is 
considered so valuable that over a month must be spent in 
hostels before a student can graduate from high school. In 
Michigan and other states, hostels have become an integrated 
part of the grade school curriculum. 
With such advantages in mind, it is easy to see how bene­ 
ficial a youth hcstel would be in Palm Springs. The hostelers, 
of course, have to have food and transportation; this would 
bring more customers and business to the city's merchants. 
Students would come to town to make trips into the desert, t e 
mountains and the canyons, and the Palm Springs hostel would 
become the center for those who wish to do scientific research 
here; others would be able to take advantage of our wonder­ 
ful climate. It would attract "hostelers" from all different parts 
of the country; would, in other words, make people in other 
parts of the United States and Europe more "Palm Springs cons-

ECONOMIC TOLL ON U. S. NEWSPAPERS 
(San Bernardino Sun) 
The San Diego Sun, an afternoon Scripps-How- 
ard newspaper, has ended its brilliant career of 
59 years service to the people of San Diego county 
and the state of California. 
While there has been no connection between 
the San Diego Sun and the San Bernardino Sun, 
this newspaper reports the passing of the former 
with the deepest regret. 
The rapidity with which newspapers are pass­ 
ing out of existence all over the United States is 
cause for concern not alone among the men and 
women who make their livelihood from newspaper 
employment but among the masses of the people. 
The newspapers of America occupy one of the lead­ 
ing places in that last bulwark of defense of the 
liberties of the people. 
What is the reason for the suspension of news­ 
papers in recent years? 
The San Diego Sun explains to its faithful read­ 
ers why it is retiring. For a number of years it 
has been operated at a loss. “It has now become 
obvious that further investment in it would be 
futile in the face of mounting production costs, due 
principally to increased cost of labor, short work 
hours, rising newsprint prices and larger taxes,” 
says the newspaper’s statement. “These circum­ 
stances have made it apparent that a second eve­ 
ning newspaper in San Diego cannot he operated 
on a break-even basis.” 
In recent months other cities have undergone 
the same experience: Newark, Buffalo, Rochester, 
Syracuse, St. Paul, Worcester, Toledo, Des Moines, 
Minneapolis, Akron, Youngstown, Milwaukee, 
Brooklyn and others. 
The day of the one-newspaper organization ar­ 
rived in the smaller cities of the land a decade ago. 
The constantly increasing costs of the production 
of newspapers have now extended the one-news­ 
paper organization to many of the cities of the 
country between 100,000 and 500,000 population. 
San Diego was the last of Southern California cit­ 
ies, outside of Los Angeles, to maintain two daily 
newspaper organizations. 
Most of the revenues of newspapers come from 
advertising, and that the advertisers have decided, 
the country over, that they get better results from 
concentrating their expenditures with the best 
newspaper in a community is a development of bet­ 
ter business methods. There can be no quarrel 
with such a step by American business. 
Strong newspapers are essential to the well­ 
being of every community. They are likewise es­ 
sential to the welfare of the nation. The newspa­ 
pers of the nation have asked for no quarter in the 
economic upheaval that has proved so distressing. 
The San Diego Sun kept up its brave fight to the 
last, without even a murmur. The newspapers of 
the country are willing to stand or fall on their 
ability to perform a worthwhile service to their 
readers, to their advertisers and to the community- 
at-large. 


Local Indian Trader 
Exhibiting Unusual 
Indian Handiwork 
Visited by thousands of guests 
every winter, Indian trader R. 
Bruce Cregar’s Palm Canyon 
Trading Post, located in beau­ 
tiful Palm Canyon, has for many 
years been known as a veritable 
museum of authentic Indian arts 
and crafts, and now his new 
Cregar’s Indian Trading Post, 
here in the village is rapidly 
gaining the same reputation for 
displaying unusual and genuine 
examples of Indian handcraft. 
Being exhibited now at Crc 
gar's Indian Trading Post are a 
group of about 100 unusually 
small Indian baskets ranging in 
size from some about as large as 
apricots down to one about the 
size of a head of a pin. These 
authentic little baskets were 
woven by a Porno Indian woman 
who lives in Central California. 
Woven of California sedge, the 
smallest ones of this group of 
baskets are so little that the or­ 
dinary person must use a magni­ 
fying glass to see the designs on 
the baskets, yet this Indian wo 
man wove these little baskets 
without the use of a lense of any 
kind. 
Even the pin-head size 
basket has a design woven into 
its sides. 
Mr. Crcgar also is exhibiting 
the world’s smallest totem pole, 
which was carved by hand by a 
Tlinglet Indian in the vicinity of 
Wrangle. Alaska. Carved out of 
yellow cedar with a knife, this 
small totem pole is only one and 
one-quarter inches high. It is an 
exact replica of the Thunder Bird 
poles, which are usually about 20 
feet in height. The totem pole 
designates the clan of which the 
Indians are members and depicts 
the mythology of the clan. 
R. Bruce Cregar is one of the 
very few government licensed 
Indian traders in California. He 
has studied the Indians for many 
years and is an intensely inter­ 
esting man with whom to talk. 
The s m a l l baskets and the 
world’s smallest totem pole are 
being exhibited in his Indian 
Trading Post located on Palm 
Canyon Drive opposite the Des­ 
ert Inn.

Charles E. Cruncleton a n d 
Charles E. Cruncleton, Jr., of 
Cathedral City, are named as 
defendants in a $50,000 suit tor

(Continued From First Page) 
tem pt to ride a wild mule. Once 
he was m ounted, the prospective 
em ployer lashed out with black- 
snake whip, not at the mule, but 
at the Indian rider, and woe, in­ 
deed. befell th e unfortunate red 
m an if he failed, as most often he 
did, to keep his seat on the buck­ 
ing beast. Pedro w ent through this 
experience and survived to tell 
the tale because, super horseman 
that he was, he not only rode the 
mule, but rode him right out of 
the country as well, to the dismay 
of his w ould-be 
pursuers, 
who 
after a day's hard ride, gave up 
the chase in disgust. 
Pedro 
w as 
a 
great 
hunter, 
skilled in the use of his natural 
bow and arrow s and the rifle and 
shotgun as well. So thoroughly 
was he acquainted with the hab­ 
its and haunts of the game of the 
country that he developed an al­ 
most prophetic ability to 
t e l l 
those who inquired where to lo­ 
cate game of their choice, w heth­ 
er it be bear, deer or mountain 
sheep. 
Pedro learn to love and know 
the country as did no other m em ­ 
ber of his tribe. He gave a name 
to every canyon and hill 
that 
w ent to m ake up the great ranges 
of m ountains th at surrounded his 
home. And he knew them, not in 
a casual sweeping sense but in 
m inute intim ate detail. He knew 
their boulders and 
stones 
and 
pebbles; their trees and shrubs 
and the shy, hidden, 
flowering 
plants that grew close 
to 
the 
ground; their moving life from 
the craw ling insects of the earth 
to the deer and sheep that ranged 
the hills and the birds that flew 
overhead. All these he knew by 
nam e and by taste and by smell 
and by w hat they were made of 
and by w hat they would do. And 
he knew his people, too — what 
they w ere like and how they felt 
and w hat m ade them ill and what 
m ade them w ell. And he rem em ­ 
bered all that he 
learned 
and 
knew. 
U ntil one day the call 
came 
from the G reat Spirit and Pedro 
Chino was given the gift of m edi­ 
cine. and from then on to the day 
the G reat Spirit called him again, 
he healed the sick and 
worked 
through long nights to lessen the 
misery w here even his skill was 
of no avail. H e scoured the hills 
and the desert fór th e herbs and 
the m inerals he knew to be ef­ 
fective, and today m ay of them 
are lost to his race for only Pedro 
knew their secret. 
No other m em ber of his race 
was more keenly interested 
in 
the w elfare of his people 
than 
was 
Pedro 
Chino. 
No 
Magna 
C harter nor Bill of Rights gave 
him his sense of freedom. It was 
bom in him as it is in the flow­ 
ers and the birds. T he only laws 
he recognized as just w ere Na­ 
ture's laws and the custom s and 
usages of his tribe handed down 
from time im m em orial. The great 
burden of his life w as the yoke 
of conquest fastened upon his 
people by the w hite m an, but not 
once did his proud spirit bow to 
it. Instead he looked constantly 
and courageously forw ard to 
a 
better day—a day w hen 
peace 
and 
harm ony 
and 
simplicity 
might return to smooth the trou­ 
bled lives of his kind. 
Pedro loved Palm Springs — 
actively in the first years of its 
settlem ent by w hite m en when 
he gave of his knowledge and la­ 
bor in the building of its first en­ 
terprises, 
largely 
agricultural; 
with 
resignation 
in 
his 
latter 
years as the life of the village 
grew complex beyond his simple 
understanding. The w ays of the 
w hite man w ere not Pedro's ways 
and he held him self aloof from 
them , not antagonistically, 
b u t 
with a simple dignity that barred 
all effort at penetration. He made 
no effort to speak or understand 
English, which perhaps best indi­ 
cated his desire to have no part 
of the new order of things. 
And 
now, 
after 
126 
years, 
Pedro has laid down his earthly 
burden and begun the long jour­ 
ney to the land of his fathers. 
His spirit will rem ain in touch 
with the earth according to the 
customs of his people until they 
hold week-long m em orial 
serv­ 
ices over his im age early in 1941. 
A fter that he w ill be gone from 
earth forever, though his m em ­ 
ory w ill linger on in the hearts 
of those who knew 
and 
loved 
him. And the num ber of those 
is legion throughout th e whole of 
Southern California. 
It is not known as yet who will 
take Pedro's place in the coun­ 
cils of his people nor whether his 
place can be taken at *11. for the 
gifts that were his were not man- 
given. but came only from Nature 
and the Great Spirit. 
Perhaps some day another may 
find the spring that w as Pedro 
Chino's and from it regain t h e 
gift 
of song — perhaps 
Pedro 
Chino's own song—the saga 
of 
a great Indian and a greater 
man. 
Who knows?

Ed S. Hill, 4810 Central ave­ 
nue, Riverside, has been appoint­ 
ed by Governor Culbert L. Olson 
as supervisor for the second dis­ 
trict of Riverside county to suc­ 
ceed the late Thomas F. Flaherty, 
Riverside, whose death occurred 
October 5, according to word sent 
out from Sacramento and re­ 
ceived here late Monday night. 
Hill is a grange official in Cal­ 
ifornia and for 20 years a resi­ 
dent of Riverside, was one of the 
candidates for nomination to the 
office of supervisor in 1938.

whose efforts the Christmas Seal 
sale is made possible. 
Organized to secure funds and 
provide education in the c a r e 
and prevention of 
tuberculosis, 
the association has been instru­ 
mental in lowering the death rate 
from tuberculosis greatly in the 
few years since its organization. 
In Riverside county funds from 
the sale of the Christmas seals 
has made possible much educa­ 
tional as well as preventive work, 
so that many cases are now be­ 
ing detected during their 
early 
years, when cures are most eas­ 
ily effected. The earlier tubercu­ 
losis is found in an individual the 
more quickly and easily it can be 
irrested and the individual given 
he opportunity to live a normal 
life. 
Another important function of 
the Tuberculosis and Health As­ 
sociation is the establishment of 
host clinics in various communi­ 
ties, where, two or three times a 
year, expert diagnosis is given by 
nationally known chest doctors. 
This results in the detection of 
early inroads of the disease, as 
well as the prevention of many 
cases through education and care. 
In Palm Springs one clinic has 
been held this season when Dr. 
E. 
M. Pottenger of Monrovia 
spent an afternoon examining pa­ 
tients. Two others will be held 
during the winter and spring. 
As is- the custom, packages of 
Christmas seals have been sent 
through the mails to residents of 
this and other communities.

trades and occupa­ 
tions) that relate particularly to 
public dances. This new ordi­ 
nance provides that every person 
conducting a public dance, dance 
hall, etc., must pay a fee of $3 
per day or $150 per year in addi­ 
tion to the other regular business 
license fees required. 
The second ordinance passed 
affecting public dances and dance 
hails 
is 
an 
ordinance 
which 
amends Ordinance No. 40. (Ord­ 
inance No. 40 regulates dancing in 
public places within the city.) 
This new ordinance provides for 
the issuance of dance permits by 
the city. These permits expire 
each June 30 and a fee of $5 is 
charged for a permit. The ordi­ 
nance provides for the investiga­ 
tion by the police department of 
persons applying for dance per­ 
mits and for a police officer to be 
required to be in attendance at 
dances in cases where this is ad­ 
vised by the chief of police. 
Councilmen Cliffton and Shannon 
voted “no” on both of these two 
new "dance ordinances.’ 
The council granted Tanner 
Motor Livery a permit to operate 
“cars for hire” within the city. 
Councilman Cliffton announced 
that the Woman’s club is inter­ 


ested in forming a humane soci­ 
ety in Palm Springs. 
Amend Traffic Ordinance 
An am endment to the traffic 
ordinance was introduced. This 
proposed new ordinance if passed 
will extend the two-hour con­ 
trolled parking to include that 
block of Palm Canyon Drive be­ 
tween Tahquitz Drive and Arenas 
Road. 
Introduce Zoning Ordinance 
The proposed new zoning ordi­ 
nance was introduced. Only the 
title was read, the reading of the 
entire ordinance being postponed 
till the meeting next Wednesday 
morning, when the ordinance will 
probably be passed. 
The council passed a resolu­ 
tion concerning donations to the 
city by organizations or private 
individuals. This resolution al­ 
lows the city to accept donations 
from individuals or clubs for spe­ 
cific services—for example, some­ 
one recently donated the money 
to the city which is being used 
to rent another motorcycle to 
patrol the streets of the village.

WILLIAM POWELL 
The success of William Powell 
as an actor has been no accident 
oven though he has gone on rec­ 
ord more thin once with the ob­ 
servation that it was luck 
as 
much as anything else. 
Powell was born in Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania, on July 31, but his 
th' spian ambitions took shape in 
Kansas City. Missouri, whither 
his family had moved when he 
was still in rompers.

Christmas Sea! Money 
used to Fight 
Tuberculosis 
Ernest G. Button, president ot 
the Riverside County Health and 
Tuberculosis association, stated 
today that: “The sole object of 
the association is to prevent the 
spread of tuberculosis ar.d the 
most effective wry to accomplish 
this is to have a good, county- 
wide educational program.” 
Mr. 
Button 
a d d e d 
that: 
"Through the work of the River­ 
side County clinics many cases 
are discovered so early that they 
may be kept out of the hospital 
and given medical supervision at 
home. 180 such cases were dis­ 
covered among children last 
year.” 
In behalf of the 33rd Annual 
Christmas Seal sale, which is be­ 
ing held at this time, Mr. Button 
said: “We make no personal soli­ 
citation other than by letter and 
if by chance you have been over­ 
looked you may send or bring 
whatever you feel the urge to 
give to the main or any brancli 
office and you will receive the 
Christmas Seals.’ 
In his statement Mr. Button 
said: “As we are now making the 
annual appeal to the citizens of 
Riverside county to purchase 
Christmas Seals, as liberally as in 
the past, the County Tuberculo­ 
sis association feels that the pub­ 
lic would appreciate a statement 
as to what program is being fol­ 
lowed and how the money from 
the sale of the seals is being used. 
“The County association is well 
organized, having 12 branches lo­ 
cated so as to cover the entire 
county, with the main office lo­ 
cated in the county court house 
in the city of Riverside. All ac­ 
tivities of these branches are car­ 
ried on by volunteer workers. 
“While there is no known spe­ 
cific treatm ent for tuberculosis as 
we have in numerous other con­ 
tagious diseases, yet enough is 
known about prevention to cure 
it when caught early and medical 
science has given us a simple test 
that finds the tubercle bacillus 
early. 
“Educational work is carried on 
by the association through the 
distribution of literature, show­ 
ing of films, furnishing of speak­ 
ers and very extensively by hold­ 
ing free clinics. 
“Hundreds of mantoux tests 
have been given and chest X- 
rays taken of those who reacted 
to these tests. At the clinic are 
examined those who have been 
X-rayed for the purpose of deter­ 
mining whether tuberculosis is 
present or not. 
“During the past year 74 clinics 
were held, at which 1,371 exam­ 
inations were made. Four of these 
clinics were held in Banning, two 
in Beaumont, two in Blythe, 
three in Corona, two in Elsinore, 
three in Hemet, two in Palm 
Springs, two in Perris, forty-eight 
in Riverside, and six in San Ja­ 
cinto. 
“As a result of the long range 
educational program of the Tu­ 
berculosis association the follow­ 
ing conclusions can be drawn 
from an examination of the rec­ 
ords of the county hospital: 
“1. Cases now being diagnosed 
in a milder form and at an ear­ 
lier stage than previously not 
only reduce the average stay per 
patient in the hospital but also 
result in a higher percentage of 
cured cases. 
“2. Records show that the num ­ 
ber of advanced eases discovered 
is dropping which is but natural 
in view of the early diagnosis 
campaign of the association. 
“All this educational work in­ 
cluding the free clinics is carried 
on and financed by the Riverside 
County Tuberculosis association 
with the money received from 
the sale of Christmas seals.

Riv erside county’s automobile 
accident death toll for 1939 will 
be the lowest in recent years if 
the present rale of less than five 
fatalities per month can be con­ 
tinued. according to comparative 
records for the first 11 months of 
the year. 
To date there have been 51 
persons kiled on county highways 
in motor vehicle accidents t h i s 
year, whereas for the same pe­ 
riod of 1933 there had been 64 
deaths. There were 86 in 1937 and 
69 in 1936 up to December 1. 
The final ligure of last year of 
68 would only be excluded this 
year even if there were 18 fatali­ 
ties, a total never reached in a 
single month in Riverside county, 
it is pointed out. Last year’s final 
toll was well below the 93 deaths 
in 1937 and the 76 fatalities of 
1936.

Because the present 
ment for assignment of relief 
workers” between the City of 
Palm Springs and the California 
State Relief administration runs 
out on Dec. 15, the city council 
during its monthly meeting for 
December held on Wednesday 
night of this week passed a reso­ 
lution ratifying a new agreement 
for the next 12-month period be­ 
ginning Dec. 15. 
Mayor Boyd pointed out at the 
council meeting that the city is 
applying for a much wider varie­ 
ty of projects this time—many 
more in fact than it will probably 
be able to take advantage of. 
However, it was pointed out that 
SRA workmen can only be used 
for purposes specifically outlined 
in the contract; and therefore, it 
is to the city's advantage to make 
the project agreement as broad 
as possible. 
New Projects 
The projects to which 
workers can be assigned 
the new agreement arc 
lows: “road and street work— 
construction, reconstruction and 
repair; cleaning debris from city 
streets and parkways; construc­ 
tion of sidewalk and bicycle run­ 
ways—approximately 
two 
and 
one-half miles to city high school; 
landscape work at city entrance; 
construction 
of 
rock 
masonry 
wall and arch; a construction of 
curbs and sidewalks, eity-wide;

“DOINGS" AT O'DONNELL'S

Now th at the golf season is well 
under w ay much effort is being 
put forth in training the caddies 
concerning th e local rules of the 
D esert Golf course. All matches, 
both m edal and match play, are 
governed by U.S.G.A. rules sub­ 
ject to the local rules.

No. 1 Hole—Out-of-bounds to

No. 2 Hole—O ut-of-bounds to 
the right, loss of distance only.
